the chairm an being Dr. W. W. Ten, 
a graduate of the U niversity of 
Virginia, and one of the m oat re ­ 
spected statesm en in China. 
Dr. 
Ten has acted in m any govern­ 
m ental posts in Peking, including 
those of prem ier and foreign m in­ 
ister, hut he has found It d iffi­ 
cult. 
if not im possible, to serve 
under m ilitary dictatorship w hile 
retaining his sense of loyalty to the 
hest interests of the Chinese peo­ 
ple. 
At present his c h ie f interest Is In 
the operation 
of the foundation, 
which he serves w ithout pay. This 
work 
appeals 
to 
him 
aa 
more 
constructive 
than 
any 
political 
post in the present state of C hi­ 
na’s affairs. 
The China foundation closely re ­ 
sembles m any of the great founda­ 
tions established by philanthropists 
In tho U nited States, b u t is an o r­ 
ganization new to C hina. Ita p u r­ 
pose Is to encourage tho develop­ 
m ent of m odern C hinese education 
and culture, and especially to en ­ 
courage the study of m odern sci­ 
ence In Chinese sob cols. 
The foundation w as 
es ta bl M i sd 
In 1924. when the A m erican con­ 
gress passed a resolution rem it­ 
ting to China those portions of the 
Boxer 
Indemnity which 
had

the Urals, the Black Sea d is tr ic t

Both teachers and parents are Improving In quality and that 
improvement is perhaps the most significant form of advanced 
civilization. 
The wealth of a country lies in the quality of its 
teachers. 
The veins of wealth are not the yellow veins of gold, 
but the blue veins of blood, and any movement th at can improve 
the quality of the blood Is more im portant than one which merely 
adds to our m aterial resources. 
And the work of the teacher is incomplete w ithout the co­ 
operation of the parent, in fact the teacher is but th# assistant of 
the parents.

Ever since

business became a groat commer­ 
cial success the old quarrel between 
movies and theater has gone largely 
in favor of the former. This is, of 
course, to speak 
of 
them 
both 
with no glance a t w hatever of a rt 
there may be in them. Financially 
and popularly speaking, the battle 
has gone steadily to the movies. The 
theatrical "road” has turned into a 
weedy path, overgrown from 
in­ 
creasing disuse. The 
movies 
are 
house themselves in palaces. While 
the town "opory house” grows dull­ 
er and dustier each year, the vil­ 
lage movie surrounds 
itself w ith 
the most sum ptuous architecture. 
A shift may soon be perceived if 
a trend now visible continues. In 
those towns where the cinema is 
most firmly entrenched the non­ 
professional dram a is taking hold. 
It will be something of a shock to 
the movies to find real competition 
in am ateur theatricals. The secret 
is that they are no longer the old­ 
fashioned society functions which 
used to give people an excuse for a 
party. Nor are they w hat the di­ 
rector of one L ittle Theater says 
they were even ten years ago, "a 
parking place for wives.” To pene­ 
trate into the causes for the change 
is the work of a psychologist, eco­ 
nomist or philosopher.

Reveal the Diameter of the Universe 


s I,800,000,000,000,000,000 M iles

U R "universe” is eighteen hundred thousand million 
million miles across. 


Such is the latest estimate of astronomer* conceminr 
the size of the Galaxy, the system of stars of which the 
sun. and all the stars that we can see, including those 
in the Milky W ay, are part. 
A figure as vast as that does not mean much to the astronomer 
or layman. Take another unit, the diameter of the earth, for ex­ 
ample. The eaith’s diameter is about 8000 
miles. Therefore, if you could put 225 mil­ 
lion million earths side by side, they would 
just about reach across the G alaxy. 
O r take the distance of the earth from the 
sun, about 93 million miles, called the 
tronomieal unit.” Using this as a yardstick. 
it would be necessary to lay it down 19 bil­ 
lion times to measure the G alaxy’s diameter. 
T o measure celestial distances without using 
inconveniently large figures, the astronomer often uses the light year. 
TTiis is the distance that light, which travels fast enough to en­ 
circle the globe seven times in a second, will go in a year, or about 
six million million miles. This is 6 3 ,3 0 0 times the distance of the 
earth from the sun. It also happens that there are 6 3 ,3 6 0 inches 
in a mile, so that a light year is just about as big, compared to the 
astronomical unit, as the mile is to the inch. 
This possible diameter of the Galaxy, then, is about 2 9 3 ,0 0 0 
light years. 
T 


H IS is the figure calcu­ 
lated by Frederick H. 
Scare* of the Mt. W il­ 
son Observatory in California 
and announced by him in a 
long and highly technical arti­ 
cle that has just appeared in 
the Astrophysical Journal. 
It is the maximum, but his 
minimum estimate is equally 
impressive, for that is nearly 
2 0 0 ,0 0 0 
light • years, 
or 
twelve hundred thousand mil­ 
lion million miles. 
Somewhere between these 
two figures, he believes, is the 
true size. 
N ot only does he 
give a new idea of how large 
our home galaxy is, but also 
of what it would look like if 
we could see it from outside. 
T o us dwellers within the 
G alaxy, it is hard to secure 
an idea of what it looks like. 
W e can’t see the forest on ac­ 
count of the trees. , 
A person in a small forest, 
however, might get some idea 
of his location within it, by 
studying the way the trees are 
distributed. If he looked one 
direction, and saw light spots 
between the trees, he would 
know that he was probably 
nearer one side than the other. 
So when the astronomer sees 
more stars in the sky in one 
direction than in another, he 
assumes that it is because the 
earth is located closer to that 
side of the swarm of stars 
than the other. 
The thickest mass of die 
galactic system is in the di­ 
rection of the Milky W ay. It 
was the great English astrono­ 
mer, Sir William Herschel, who suggested that the sun, together 
with all the stars that we see, is part of a grindstone-shaped 
cluster. 
If you look out toward the edge of the celestial grindstone 
! 
rou will see the stars much more closely packed than when you 
00k towards one of the sides. 
This thick packing of stars is what we ordinarily call the 
Milky W ay. Even a small telescope, or a pair of binoculars, 
will reveal that the apparently continuous cloud of light is really 
a swarm of stars. 
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O R many years, the exact size of the galactic swarm has 
been a matter of more or less dispute among astronomers. 
Some have insisted that it must be so vast that light would 
take several million years to cross it from one side to the other. 
Light will go approximately six trillion miles in one year, so 
that this would make the diameter something like 12,000,000,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 miles! 
But other astronomers have just as 
vehemently insisted that this figure was perhaps a million times 
too large, and that it was only 2 5 ,0 0 0 or so light years across. 
So the mater stood until recently. Apparently there was just 
about as good evidence in favor of one figure as the other. The 
shape of the system was pretty well known. 
So, also, it was 
known which stars and other objects are the farthest from us. 
The relative proportions remained a conundrum. 
Among the objects that, it was realized, must be pretty far 
away, 
were the so-called 
"spiral 
nebulae." 
Sir 
W illiam 
Herschel was one of the first to see them, but his telescope was 
Dot good enough to show' that they had the spiral structure. 
This was first demonstrated with the great six-foot diameter 
reflecting telescope built in Ireland about 80 years ago by a 
nobleman, the Earl of Rosse. Only within the past IO years 
has this telescope been exceeded in size, though for many years 
astronomers have had instruments that worked better. 
W ith one of the telescopes at the Lick Observatory in Cali­ 
fornia, D r. Heber D. Curtis, now the director of the Allegheny 
Observatory in Pittsburgh, made a series of photographs which 
revealed many thousands of spiral nebulae in the sky. 
From 
his, and other, researches, it became evident that they were far 
away. 
The question was then: "A re the spiral nebulae part of our 
galaxy, or are they separate systems outside its limits? 
Might 
it not be that the spiral nebulae themselves are systems like our 
galaxy, and that our galaxy is itself a spiral nebulae?” 
So the controversy raged. One group of astronomers main­ 
tained thct the spiral nebulae were actually parts of our system. 
Another insisted that they were beyond its limits, and that we

N E respect in which the spiral 
nebulae vary 
among themselves, 
and the way by which Dr. Hubble 
classified them, is what is called 
"resolution.” 
Some of the spirals are practically 
continuous areas of light, others are sub­ 
divided into smaller clusters, or conden­ 
sations. 
Both of the spirals that Dr. 
Hubble studied particularly are thus 
resolved, so it may be that the condensa­ 
tions are the first signs of breaking up 
into individual stars. 
Perhaps the more continuous nebulae 
are vast storehouses of the stuff stars are 
made of, and that after inconceivably 
great periods of time they may develop 
into stars. Possibly these stars may have 
inhabited planets, circling around them! 
D r. Hubble also discovered the dis­ 
tance of the spiral nebulae. This is the 
way he did it: 
In the two nebulae he studied there 
were numerous so-called Cepheid variable 
stars. 
These stars, which periodically 
wax and wane, do so in a peculiar 
manner, for they brighten suddenly, 
and then more gradually die out to 
less brilliancy. 
Another thing about the Ceph­ 
eid variables that astronomers 
have discovered is that the 
brighter 
they 
are on 
the 


million million miles. The nearest star is only about 
4 .2 light years, or twenty-five million million miles 
away— next-door, compared to these nebulae. 
A 


S T R O N O M E R S realized that ours is not the 
only G alaxy in creation, that, scattered through­ 
out the universe are thousands and thousands of 
stellar clouds similar to that of which the earth is such 
an insignificant part. 
O f all these nebulae, D r. Seares thinks that it is one 
of the very highly resolved spirals that our galaxy most 
resembles. 
Ours is divided almost completely into stars, though 
here and there throughout its confines are gaseous nebulae, 
or huge clouds of glowing gases. 
D r. Seares emphasizes the importance of another re­ 
semblance, our presence in a local cluster, smaller than 
the entire G alaxy and similar to the condensations in the 
spirals. 
This local cluster is about a tenth of the diameter of the en­ 
tire system, and some distance away from the center. Though 
this is much larger in proportion to the size of the complete 
galaxy than any known condensation in a spiral nebula, it is 
not impossibly great. 
The work of Dr. Seares makes it now possible to picture the 
sort of a universe in which we live. 
The earth is part of the solar system which consists of the 
sun and eight planets— Mercury, Venus, Earth, M ars, Jupiter, 
Saturn, Uranus and Neptune. 
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R E V IO U S p h o t o ­ 
graphs of spiral nebu­ 
lae had showed them 
as continuous areas of light, 
just like the other nebulae. 
Dr. 
Hubble’s 
photographs 
showed that the spiral debu- 
lae consist of swarms of stars. 
Just as the Milky W ay ap­ 
pears continuous to the naked 
eye, while the telescope re­ 
veals the myriads of stars that constitute it, so the spiral nebulae 
appear to ordinary telescopes as continuous, while the world’s 
largest telescope discovers the individual stars within. 
This made it certain that the estimate of the size of the 
galaxy that placed its diameter at millions of light years was 
definitely wrong, but still the size remained in question. 
Now D r. Seares has shown very definitely how large our 
galaxy really is. 
The method that he has used is one of statis­ 
tics, rather than actual observations, for with so many myriads of 
stars as are included in the G alaxy it would obviously be impos­ 
sible to measure the distances of all of them. 
Such would be the case even if most of them were not be­ 
yond the limits of direct measurements of distance. Statistical 
methods are accurate when a vast number of objects are con­ 
sidered, although they could not be applied to find the distance 
of a single star.

average, the more rapidly their 
light changes. 
When an astronomer sees a star 
varying in this peculiar manner, he 
knows at once that it is a Cepheid. 
Then he counts the time between 
successive times of minimum light, 
and he can tell how bright it actually is. H e knows how bright 
it appears. H e knows how bright it is, and he knows how a star 
seems fainter when farther away. Then he can figure out its 
distance. 
This is what Dr. Hubble did with the two brightest, and 
presumably the nearest, of the spiral nebulae, and found that 
they were at the tremendous distance of about 9 0 0 ,0 0 0 light 
years. 
This would be something like fifty-four hundred thousand

Mercury, Venus, Earth and M ars would seem to be very close 
together and very close to the sun. Jupiter would be about an 
inch and a quarter from the sun; Saturn, two inches and a h alf; 
Uranus, five inches, and Neptune seven and three-quarters 
inches distant. 
On a diagram drawn to this same scale, the nearest star 
would be more than half a mile away. 
Mercury, the planet nearest the sun, is 31 OO miles in diameter 
and is the smallest of the planets; Venus is 770 0 in diameter 
and Earth 7 9 1 8 ; M ars is only 4 2 3 0 miles in diameter. 
Jupiter, the largest of the planets, is 8 6 ,5 0 0 
miles in diameter and is greater than the other 
seven planets put together. 
Th e diameters of 
the three planets most distant from the sun are: 
Saturn, 7 1 ,5 0 0 ; Uranus, 3 2 ,0 0 0 , and N ep­ 
tune, 3 1 ,0 0 0 miles.

e a v i n g the sun, it is necessary, as has 
been stated, to travel about 25 million 
million miles to reach the nearest star. But 
this star, and thousands of others around it, 
forming a cluster some 160 thousand million 
million miles in diameter, constitute a local 
cluster— the celestial equivalent o f the state, 
perhaps. 
Our sun is near the center of this 
local cluster, only one-eightieth of the distance 
from the center to its boundary. 
This local cluster, however, is some distance 
from the center of the G alaxy. 
Start at the 
center of the G alaxy, and travel a little less 
than half way to the boundary. 
Then you 
would come to the center of die local cluster. 
There is also, believes Dr. Seares, another con­ 
densation of stars at the center of the entire 
Galaxy. 
It cannot be seen, however, because 
of the intervening presence of dark matter scat­ 
tered through the system of stars. 
In other spiral 
nebulae, 
especially those 
which present to us their edges, this dark matter 
is seen. Dr. Seares thinks that we see an evi­ 
dence of it in our own system in the fact that in 
one place the Milky W ay seems to divide into 
two branches. 
So we come to the confines of our celestial 
"nation," the G alaxy. Nine hundred thousand 
light years, or about 5 4 0 0 quadrillion miles 
from its center is the nearest of its neighboring galaxies. 
A s 
far as the eye, or 
the photographic plate, aided by the 
most powerful telescopes, can see, extend these spiral nebulae. 
Not yet is the end in sight. 
Even with the most powerful telescopes and the most intricate 
forms of pure mathematics, astronomers cannot be certain about 
so stupendous a thing as the size of the universe. They will 
continue to peer and to figure and perhaps revise the newest 
estimate of this unimaginable distance.

H E Little Church Around the Corner 
happens to be located in New York, 
but it belongs to the whole country, 
just as do the Statue of Liberty and 
the Metropolitan Museum. 
It is an 
Ultimate friend known affectionately to all by its 
nickname rather than its real one— The Church 
of the Transfiguration. 
Perhaps no other church on this side of the 
Atlantic is so rich in tradition. 
It has become the 
shrine of all romantics. 
Two thousand or more 
marriages are performed in it each year. 
Tall buildings have raised themselves around 
it. 
Industry has changed the character of its en­ 
vironment, but the little church— a low, rambling, 
inviting structure with English elms and a grass 
lawn in front— sticks to the spot where it was 
built— a bit of the old world in the midst of the 
new. This spot is East Twenty-Ninth street, just 
off Fifth avenue, and the church has been there 
82 years— long enough to gather both history 
and moss. 
It has mellowed and aged, become gracious, 
kindly and tolerant. It is like a woman who was 
not particularly beautiful in her ’teens, but who 
in her 4 0 ’s acquired charm, grace and an en­ 
viable poise. 
Through no effort on its part, the Little 
Church Around the Corner gained nationwide 
publicity, long before publicity-making was recog­ 
nized as a profession. Poems have been written 
about it, and songs. 
The church has appeared in novels and plays. 
Being closely identified with actors and actresses, 
it has attracted other celebrities. 
A carefully planned and very expensive pub­ 
licity campaign never could have publicized it so 
effectively as its friends have done.

Church. During the summer, when the city 
is full of visitors, there have been as high as 40 
states represented in one day. O f the Sunday 
church attendance, perhaps half is from out of 
the city. 
In the church’s 82 years it has had but three 
rectors. Two of these served 75 years between 
them. The founder and first rector was the Rev. 
George Hendric Houghton, who served from 
1848 until 1897. 
He was succeeded by his 
nephew, the Rev. George Clark Houghton, who 
chose me as his vicar and whom I succeeded five 
years ago. 
These two Houghtons saw the church start 
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e c a u s e of its many friends, the church 
has received many priceless gifts and has 
some of the rarest treasures in New York. 
Over the altar is a rare old carving from a tenth 
century monastery. The stations of the cross are 
from a church in Rome. One of the most ex­ 
quisite examples of stained glass rn this country 
is here, taken from a Belgian church. 
The 
"Bride’s A ltar” is the gift of many brides who 
have been married here. 
A t one time, several years ago, it was re­ 
ported that the Little Church was in debt to its 
rector to the amount of $2,900. 
Immediately 
the whole country was concerned. Benefits were 
held; clog dancers and contortionists— like the 
juggler in the old story— performed for the Little 
Church. 
I he church is justly proud that it has been 
instrumental in recognizing, and leading the coun­ 
try to recognize, the actor and establishing him 
in society and in the church, with no sense of 
patronage or condescension. 
While the Little Church has ambitions, ex­ 
pansion is not one of them. 
Nor does it intend 
to move away from the original location on East 
29th street, no matter what goes on about it. The 
church has been offered large sums for the site, 
but nothing would induce the congregation to go 
further uptown. 
Once w’hen a rumor did start that the Little 
Church contemplated a change, wires were re­ 
ceived from all parts of the country, saying that 
if New \ ork couldn’t afford to keep the church 
where it was, the rest of the country would volun­ 
teer to do so. 
W hat the church intends to do. as a sacred 
responsibility, is to maintain its spirit of kinship 
and human understanding. It has been said that 
the Little Church is the only place where the 
Klu Klux Klan and the Knights of Columbus 
can kneel side by side and worship. 
W e want to keep it a family home, where 
men and women from all parts of the country 
may come for advice and help and where no one 
is ever turned away without kindly consideration 
— a House of Prayer for all people.

A SE B A L L is filled with uncertainty, not only on the 
field but off it as well. 


Thirty years ago Ban Johnson and Charley Com- 
iskey. then the closest of friends, conceived the idea 
of forming a second big league to buck the National. 
It seemed a foolhardy thought, but in 1900 it became a reality. 
In a few short years it was recognized by the National as a 
worthy rival that merited much consideration and peace finally 
was made between the two leagues. 
Unquestionably the joint idea of Ban Johnson and Charley 
Comiskey did more to place baseball on its present high plane 
than any other one thing that has happened since. 
It stirred 
up enthusiasm because it made for keen competition. It offered 
a new field for the players and paved the way for larger salaries, 
because with only one league doing business the ball player was 
at its mercy. 
Thirty years * ’o Ban Johnson and Charley Comiskey were 
the Damon ana Pythias of baseball, the greatest of friends; 
where you saw one, you bumped into 
the other. 
Today, after each has 
given up the best years of his life in 
furthering the interests of the national 
pastime, they are the bitterest ene­ 
mies. Ban Johnson has been usurped 
of his power, 
Charley Comiskey 
holds the whip hand. Unfortunately 
both are broken in health. 
r 


-lE feud that broke out between 
Johnson and Comiskey finally 
ended in Johnson being deposed 
as president of the American League, 
over which he had presided for 28 
years. 
For a time it threatened to 
cause a serious break in the ranks of 
the American League. For a time it 
seemed as if Chicago might secede 
and join the National. For a time it 
threatened to undermine the basic 
principles of the game by dragging 
various disputes into court, where it 
has before been proved that baseball 
law will not hold. 
Since 
both 
Ban 
Johnson 
and 
Charles Comiskey are men of strong 
convictions, men who are born fight­ 
ers and who hate to lose even the 
most trivial sort of an argument, it 
is only natural that ill feeling at va­ 
rious times should crop out between 
the two. 
Comiskey as an American League 
club owner came under the jurisdic­ 
tion of Johnson as president, relative 
to the deportment of the former’s 
players. 
When Johnson was named presi­ 
dent of the American League, he 
made up his mind that baseball 
lacked discipline on tire field, that 
the actions and language of tire ball 
players needed a bath, so he set 
about to correct the evils by uphold­ 
ing the umpire, right or wrong. The 
first break in the friendship between 
the two came a3 a result of an um­ 
pire's ruling and Johnson upholding 
his action, to which he added the penalty of suspension. 
The late “ Silk** O ’Loughlin, as I recall the incident, was 
the umpire. It so happened that in a certain game he had a 
run-in with Fielder Jones and “ Ducky” Holmes, two of the 
Chicago White Sox outfielders. At the time, President Johnson 
of the American League was on a fishing trip in the wilds of 
Wisconsin. 
He had been having excellent luck and to prove 
it to the folks in Chicago he expressed to Diaries Comiskey, 
caic the ball park, the largest bass he caught H e knew this

T SO happened the choice bass nicely packed in ice arrived 
at about IO a. rn. Comiskey was elated. Every caller that 
morning was shown good old Ban’s prize catch.

afternoon as the newspaper boys dropped in to his office before 
game time, “ Commie" proudly displayed the gift to them. 
In 
the midst of so doing, he was handed a wire calling for the 
suspension of both players. 


'‘Nice fish but how- 
inell can I play it in the 
outfield,” was Comiskey's 
only reply to the scribes, 
but it is a well-known fact that 
as the days of suspension went 
on and the fish had been eaten 
(it is said Comiskey refused to 
partake of same) he broke out 
in a flow of oratory at what he 
termed baseball’s most absurd 
deal— one bass for two ball 
players and nothing to boot. 
T hat incident has often been 
given as the reason for the bitter 
enmity that now exists between 
Johnson and Comiskey. ”r e, 
for a time it was a sort spot 
but the breach was healed, the 
happening forgotten and a new 
slate started. 
The fall of that year, as was 
his custom. President Comiskey 
invited about 50 sports celebri­ 
ties to be his guests at his Wis­ 
consin camp at the close of the 
season. Ban Johnson was one 
of the invited. 
A t that time 
Johnson did much hunting and 
prided himself on his marks­ 
manship. 
H ie story is that on his first 
day of hunting, some one filled Johnson’s cartridge belt with 
blanks and much merry was made of his poor showing in trying 
ring down the birds. W hile I cannot vouch for all of the 
facts, the story goes that Johnson in anger quit the camp, feel­ 
ing that Comiskey had perpetrated the trick in revenge for the 
fish incident As I understand it, Comiskey didn't even know 
of the jest. 
T hat happening also has often been offered as the cause of 
the break that later develoDed into a two-man feud that is with­ 
out parallel in baseball. No doubt it did pique Johnson but, 
like the fish incident, it was soon forgotten. 
I 


H A V E the word of President Johnson that neither of the 
above stated incidents had anything to do with the final 
break between the two men, making the present enmity as 
strong as was their friendship in the beginning. 
Only a few years ago in discussing the unfortunate break 
between these two men who had pioneered in baseball and did 
so much for the game. President johnson said to me: 
’'Regardless of the many yarns that have been told relative 
to the break between Charley Comiskey and myself, the real 
truth is that the veteran pitcher. Jack Quinn, was unconsciously 
the one who caused us to sever a friendship of more than a 
quarter of century. 
"During the war days baseball was severely handicapped 
by the lack of playing material because many of the athletes 
were called to the colors. Some minor leagues quit operations. 
"T he major leagues worked out a plan with the minors, 
whereby certain players could finish the season with a big league 
club but would remain the property of the minor league team 
and revert to said club any time its circuit decided to continue. 
“ The Chicago White Sox at the time were badly in need of 
itchers and it so happened that Jack Quinn, then with the 
ernon club of the Coast League, was selected by Comiskey 
as a player who might aid his Chicago club. Quinn back in 
1909, 1910 and 1911 had been a member of the New York 
Americans. From there he had been sent to Rochester in the

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'As luck would have it, the New York Americans had sent 
several players to Vernon for the 1918 season and for so doing 
had an agreement with the Vernon club that it should have 
first choice of the team at the close of the season for an agreed 
upon figure. 
"Comiskey, more than pleased with Quinn's work and not be­ 
ing familiar with the facts in the case, made a deal with Vernon 
for Quinn that was highly satisfactory to the minor league club. 
Comiskey felt certain the pitcher was his. 
"Then it was discovered that New York, because of the 
optional agreement, had first claim ca the Vernon club and un­ 
fortunately for all concerned— Comiskey and myself in partic­ 
ular— he decided to claim Quinn. 
"The national commission— a board of three men, including 
President Heydler of the National League, Garry Herrmann, 
president of the Cincinnati club, and myself— was in vogue 
at the time. The unanimous vote of the commission was that 
Quinn belonged to New York. That was the decision rendered. 
"Comiskey made a hard fight for the player and when he 
failed to get any action, jumped on me, claiming I was playing 
politics to keep the friendship of the New York dub, winch 
at that time was trying to gain a foothold in die metropolis 
under new ownership. 
"Even though Quinn could do no better than break even with 
the Yankees in 1919, Comiskey continued the fight on me and 
the breach between us widened so much that it was impossible 
ever to get us together again. For IO years he has fought me 
on every issue and I have given equally strenuous battle in 
return. 


6 6 T T SEEM ED to be written in the books that our great 
friendship should finally turn to an equally bitter enmity. 
For it was in the season of 1919 that the Carl Mays case 
came up and my decision in this matter, which was backed up 
by five of the American League dubs, almost split our organi­ 
zation in two. 
"It will be recalled that Carl Mays, while pitching a game 
in Chicago one day during the 1919 season, became dis] * 
at the support he was getting and the generd play of the Boston 
club and walked off the field. H e was reported to have said 
that he would never pitch another game with Boston, that be­ 
fore he would agree to again play ball he would have to be 
traded to some club that was high up in the race. 
"Just about the time I reached a decision that Mays should 
be indefinitely suspended for his actions, the Boston club sold 
Mays to New York for the reputed price of $75,000. When 
the New York club said it intended playing Mays regardless 
of my decision, I informed my umpires not to officiate in any 
game in which he tried to take part as a pitcher. 
Seeing that I couldn't be swerved from my original rulmg, 
the New York club decided to take the case into the courts. 
Since baseball law will not hold in court, an injunction was 
granted, restraining me from domg anything dial would prevent 
Mays from pitching for New York. 
He continued playing 
throughout the season under the protection of the injunction. 
“That winter was one of tim stormiest organized ^fireball 
ever passed through. The National League, anxious for a new 
form of government in baseball, since it was felt that the 
American League, through me, dominated the commission, was 
glad to align itself with New York, Boston and Chicago, the 
three clubs in the American League opposed to me. 
"There you have the real story of die break between Com­ 
iskey and myself. It was a most unfortunate happening, yet I 
feel that I was in the right from beginning to end

GENEVA. April 2S.—The United 
States’ traditional "open door poli­ 
cy" for trade in all parts of the 
world is soon to ba codified into 
international law by the League of 
Nations. 
This policy, which has been pro­ 
claimed on numerous occasions by 
the United States, is recognized as 
having always been one of Its fun­ 
damental 
principles 
in 
foreign 
policy. 
It played an Im portant role in 
the opening of China to western 
civilization and influence; it wa* 
insisted upon by the United States 
in all of the mandated territories 
resulting from the G reat W ar; and 
more recently has been called to 
the attention of the powers inter­ 
ested in the new Tanglers settle­ 
ment. 
Briefly. It provides th at all for­ 
eign 
nations 
should 
have 
equal 
trade and commercial rights in all 
countries. 
The economic comm ittee of the 
League of Nation* has Just com­ 
pleted the draft of an international 
convention incorporating this pol­ 
icy and which is intended to insure 
foreigners and foreign undertak­ 
ings equitable treatm ent and free­ 
dom in trade and commerce in so 
far as it is compatible w ith the re­ 
quirem ents of international trade 
and the legitim ate interests of the 
countries concerned. 
The draft project has now been 
communicated to all of the mem­ 
bers of th# League of Nations for 
their consideration, and as soon as 
their observations have been sub­ 
mitted an international conference 
will be summoned for launching the 
convention, which is the method 
adopted by the league for the codi­ 
fication into international law of 
any given subject. 
The United States, as ons of the 
greatest expounders of the open 
door policy will ba given an oppor­ 
tunity to help draft and sign the 
convention.

note of warning to motorists and 
pleasure seekers to be cautious. 
Orange 
county 
highways 
and 
beaches during past summers have 
claimed their toll, and 
there la 
little doubt but that they will claim 
a number of lives this summer, but 
it Is possible to reduce th* num ­ 
ber of fatalities by car* on the 
highways and in the stream s and 
ocean. 
The winter seasons here In Cali­ 
fornia does not tie up automobiles 
like it does in those states where 
they 
have long period of cold, 
snowy and rainy weather, yet it 
is a fact that traffic increases per­ 
ceptible in the sum mer months. 
This is due to the long days and 
to the desire to get relief from 
the heat of the sum mer days. 
Mind Own Business 
In speaking generally of trafllo, 
we find, as a rule, that the slow 
and 
Inexperienced 
driver 
stays 
pretty well to one aid* of the road. 
He is seriously minding his own 
business. 
He 
Is 
virtually 
a 
neglible quantity In the toll of ac­ 
cidental fatalities. 
However, th* 
slow driver, unless he keeps welll 
to the right side of the road, Is 
a factor in the creation of situa­ 
tions that result in accidents. 
On 
narrow highways 
it 
is 
ho who 
forces the man who wants to drive 
at limit speed to pull out of line 
to get by him, and every time a 
motorist pulls out of line on a 
crowded thoroughfare he becomes 
a menace to safety. 
A continuous 
stream of automobiles moving at 
the limit speed eliminates some of 
the risks of the road, but such a 
procession is seldom encountered, 
for there always are drivers on the 
road who do not w ant to hit th* 
pace. 
And that thought brings up the 
subject of wider highways for the 
roads leading to the beaches and 
running between nearby population 
centers. 
California 
is 
now 
in 
rather an enviable position with 
the facilities it has for gathering 
, sheckles for state highway con- 
i struction, and I can anticipate the 
time when the main arteries in 
this unsurpassable state will be 
wide enough to make for safety of 
traffic'—at least 
to 
increase the 
element of safety over present con­ 
ditions. 
I have referred in this column to 
the m atter of the stat* taking over 
responsibility for the road between 
Santa Ana and the county seats of 
Riverside and San Bernardino, and 
I hope that legislation will be en­ 
acted within the next two or three 
years that will place that highway 
in the list of state roads. 
The 
highway is narrow throughout its 
entire course, and there is particu­ 
lar need for broadening and re­ 
building through the Santa Ana 
canyon. 
Th* thousands of travel­ 
ers 
this 
highway 
accommodates 
justifies th* expenditure of a large 
sum 
of 
money—and 
the 
state 
should bear the burden. 
Caution Necessary 
This, however, is diverting from 
the subject I started out to dls- 
cuss—that of m otorists and va­ 
cationists 
exercising 
undue 
pre­ 
caution during the summer months. 
The week end Invasions bring into 
action many persons who handle 
a motor wheel only once a week, 
and that on Saturday afternoon 
and Sunday and

do not get the experience of quick 
decisions and quick handling of 
their cars in positions th at threat­ 
en harm.

And then we have the petty and 
the spiteful—that type of fellows 
who because of spit* try to hog 
the whol* road or who gloat in 
playing tag with others and who 
tries to beat another across an in­ 
tersection. 
When on* Is handling the wheel 
of a motor car, he Is not dealing 
with a toy. He Is running a great 
machine, and one that can do a 
great deal of harm to humankind. 
There Is responsibility, and the 
responsibility is entirely on the 
man at th* wheel for a machine 
is "dumb” and works entirely at 
direction of the driver. 
The auto­ 
mobile has been a liberator—has 
provided th* way for millions to 
enjoy the open spaces, but in the 
hands of lrresponsibles it becomes 
a, weapon of destruction and a 
menace. 
Again, it is not a toy, and the 
driver who handles on the theory 
that it is a toy sooner or later 
will find his car in the scrap 
heap.

ties are believed to he adequately 
available in the United States tc 
meet essential propagation needs, 
and hence It is unnecessary to ac­ 
cept the pest risk which would 
accompany the further introduction 
of these varieties.

good start, Shepherd declares. 


SACRAMENTO, 
April 
28—A 
brief survey of bulb fields In Cali­ 
fornia Indicates that Southern Cali­ 
fornia will have a monopoly in 
growing certain types which are 
not hardy enough to stand the 
northern climate. This Is the state­ 
ment of T. H. Scheffer, associate 
biologist of the U. S. department of 
agriculture, after completing a trip 
through California bulb fields with 
representatives of the state de­ 
partment of agriculture studying 
bulb pests and bulb growing con­ 
ditions here. 
Californians are bidding for the 
larger floral markets w.;th their 
winter flowers grown out OI doors, 
Scheffer stated, including not only 
the varieties of narcissus and other 
bulbs, but anemlones, ranunculus 
and 
many 
others. 
With 
proper 
handling, packing and pre-cooling 
of flowers for shipment, he be­ 
lieves California growers ought to 
get into many eastern cities with 
their flower products. 
"In bulb growing, as in many 
other lines of agricultural endeav­ 
or," says Scheffer, "it is the grower 
that counts more perhaps than soil, 
climate or markets. 
The soil he 
can make to suit hie purpose pro­ 
vided it is tillable and the Cali­ 
fornia climate offers a wide variety 
of possibilities. Markets await the 
producer of products that are well 
colored, well handled and uniform­ 
ly packed. 
But the man in the 
business must have a general love 
for the creations of his industry: 
patience to work things out with 
nature and with it all common, 
agricultural sense. 
This much at 
least Is apparent In a survey of 
bulb-growing districts of Califor­ 
nia,"

| Lindstrom farm Is a wheat ranch 
I —a power driven wheat producing 
factory. 
But it wasn’t until Lindstrom 
met with an accident several years 
ago, that he was virtually forced 
Into ths change to modern farm­ 
ing. At that time he was so crip­ 
pled that he couldn't follow the 
plow. Even today he has a slight 
limp. 
The result of the accident was 
that Lindstrom bought a tractor. 
Then he gradually added to this 
equipment until now all of It Is 
mechanically powered. 
The ground on Lindstrom's farm 
is listed, instead of plowed. He 
says this method is more satis­ 
factory and cheaper than plowing. 
Lindstrom owns 720 
acres of 
land and rents five quarter sec­ 
tions. Of the 1200 acres of wheat 
now being grown, 800 acres is on 
sod or summer fallow ground. He 
was one of the first farmers in 
this part of the state to take up 
summer fallowing. He lists and 
cultivates the field one year and 
raises no crop. He then sows it in 
wheat two consecutive years. 


Imperial County

"The first sulphuring Should be 
done when new shoots are not 
more than six or eight Inches in 
length,”

; this time no mildew will be in evl- 
| dance. 
The first sulphuring Is al- 
; ways preventative in nature and 
I comes under the same classifica­ 
tion as 'a stitch In time saves 
nine.’ 
iAter, when the foliage be­ 
comes dense It la very difficult to 
, cover every part of the surface 
with sulphur particles. Second sul­ 
phuring should normally be given 
I just before or during ths early 
part of blossoming. 
This sulphur­ 
ing will cover new growth since 
the first application should result 
in a complete coverage of every 
part of the foliage. 
"The time of day to sulphur Is 


I immaterial. 
The only requirement 
is that the wind should not be 
blowing so that proper distribution 
will be given tho sulphur. 
Do not 
place the blower nozzle too close 
to the vine; stand six or eight 
feet away so that th# cloud of 
sulphur will have a chance to ex­ 
pand and will float through the 
vine. 
"Proper distribution of sulphur 
on foliage can only be accomplish­ 
ed with a very finely divided sul­ 
phur flour which will float in the 
air and with a machine which 
creates a spreading cloud. 
Shakers 
and cans with holes out In the 
bottom and baga are not effective. 
A tremendous amount of Sulphur 
is wasted. 
So far as it known a 
sublimed or ground sulphur has 
tho same effeot

feature ie that the sulphur bo very 
fin# and oven in quality.

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Bam- 
boo, th* forestry crop of th* orient, 
ta being tr a n sp la n t to the south­ 
ern half of the United Stat**#, where 
in the course of time 
this 
giant 
grass may enter Into the life of the 
people as it has In China and Japan. 
The federal department of agri­ 
culture, after more than 25 
years 
of studying the bamboo, Is distri­ 
buting a limited number of piente 
to planters who have the facilities 
and willingness to car* for small 
groves of from one-eighth 
to 
an 
acre until they are well established. 
B. T. Galloway of the 
depart­ 
ment’s office of foreign plant Intro­ 
duction has mad* 
an 
exhaustive 
study of the bamboo for th# Unit­ 
ed States. 
"The giant timber bamboo," he 
says, "promises to be one of our 
most valuable forms. It is 
hardy 
and from the evidence at hand will 
succeed well In suitable 
eoil 
and 
under proper care. 
"Most bamboos will thrive wher­ 
ever cotton Is successfully grown. 
This means in all south 
Atlantic 
states, the gulf coast states, and one 
or two interior states. Uke southern 
Tennessee and southern Arkansas 
They will also do well In moist val­ 
leys in the western part of the Pa­ 
cific coast, and especially the weet 
coast valley# of Southern California. 
Two bamboo#, similar to the giant 
form, but hardier and smaller, will 
be found useful es far north as 
northern Virginia, northern Califor­ 
nia and western Oregon and Wash­ 
ington. 
Since the bamboo seldom 
bears 
seed, and importation of 
growing 
plants Is no longer permitted be­ 
cause of the risk 
of 
introducing 
disease, propagation must 
be 
by 
means of underground rh'zom** or 
runner#. Improved method# of in­ 
creasing the supply of such propa­ 
gating material have given impetus 
to the work of establishing the bam­ 
boo in this country. 
The timber bamboo is not a quick 
crop like corn or wheat, but once 
a grove is established new 
canes 
shoot up at the amazing rate of a 
foot or more a day to a height of 60 
or 70 feet, furnishing pole# 4 to 6 
inches in diameter that are ready 
for use in a few years' time. 
Aside from being useful In orna­ 
mentation, In furnishing shade in 
summer and protection from raw 
winds in winter, bamboos provide 
material for many uses around the 
farm and In the home. The long 
poles may be useful In making light 
fences, trellises, chicken coops, bas­ 
kets and crate# of all kinds, water- 
carrying pipes, light ladders, 
and 
shelters for garden plants. 
"Bamboo# and poultry 
make 
a 
happy combination," says 
Doctor 
Galloway. "A grove not only fur­ 
nishes excellent 
protection 
from 
hawks and other birds of prey but 
provides shelter from the hot sun 
and odd winds."
